The Men Who Make Criminals

to most crimes, but believe that certain laws should not be en- 
forced, especially if said people are personally affected thereby.

you anything new or uncommon, 

but I hope to place the subject 
on a different basis from what it is 
usually placed. I want the reader to 
realize the seriousness of the situa- 
tion as it exists today and the duty 
he owes, solemn and important, to 
this nation, state and city. 

Crime has always existed; always 
will exist. To eliminate it would ne- 
cessitate the changing of human be- 
ings mentally and physically. It is, 
however, possible to minimize crime, 
and make it reasonably safe to live, 
enjoy living and not be in constant 
fear of losing life or property. The 
present situation then, makes the 
subject of crime suppression and 
prevention of vital importance, be- 
cause crime and criminals have 
steadily increased for years, until 
murder, robbery and burglary are on 
every hand. All citizens realize the 
situation and know that sometime, 
somehow, we will have to awaken and take constructive 
action to correct conditions. 


] AM aware that I shall not tell 


T IS sometimes said that conditions are as they always 
have been, but when more persons are in the County 
Jail; more persons are in the House of Correction; more 
persons are in the Reformatory and more persons are 
in the Penitentiary; more persons are out on bonds await- 
ing trial than ever before; when the police arrest more 
than ever before; when more persons are escaping 
punishment than ever before, are we going to be foolish 
enough to deny these facts to fool ourselves? 

At a meeting of citizens at the Hotel La Salle, Chicago, 
some weeks ago, the Chief Justice of the Criminal Court, 
the State’s Attorney and the Chief of Police said that 
we were on the verge of chaos in the administration of 
our criminal law. I agree with them; you agree with them 
because it is self-evident that when crime and common

criminals are numerous, few are 
punished and many escape justice. 


WENTY-FIVE years ago a safe- 
blowing or a robhery was start- 


ling news, large-type, front page 
news. Now a_ twenty-four hour 


crimeless day is big news. This being 
true, you and I are, or ought to be, 
vitally interested in finding out what 
brought this condition about and how, 
if possible, to avoid this threatened 
chaos. 

My dear readers, the entire 
success and prosperity of criminal 
classes depend upon their ability 
to keep immune from interference or 
arrest by the police and to escape 
punishment when arrested. 

Such an alarmingly small percent- 
age of professional criminals are 
caught and punished, that the average 
criminal feels perfectly safe and se- 
cure from conviction. The Chicago 
Crime Commission report for 1921 
shows that there were disposed of in the courts of Cook 
County 6,723 felony cases and that 5,049 went en- 
tirely free, and of the 1,674 offenders found guiity of 
committing felonies only 448 were sent to penitentiary! 


OR years, we have blamed public officials, those 

elected or appointed to enforce the law, claiming 
that they connived with or overlooked criminal acts. 
I have not changed my mind, but I want to bring to 
your attention a different phase of the question. I desire 
to tell you that much of the blame for the condition rests 
on you! 


Mark you, there are many causes of crime, heredity or 
mental deficiency, environment or association, economic 
necessity—each sufficient for a sermon in itself. But the 
great cause, in my opinion, the real cause of crime, is the 
desire on the part of so many people for special 
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privileges. Thousands of good citi- 
zens, as generally considered, believe 
strongly in strict law enforcement 
for the rest of mankind, but want 
special privileges for themselves or 
friends. Many people believe in en- 
foreing the law strictly in regard to 
most crimes, but believe that certain 
laws should not be enforced. You 
and I know people who are horrified 
when a robber or burglar goes free, 
but think certain vices and gambling 
should be allowed. People tell me we 
should have hanging at the County 
Jail to stop crime, but believe it all 
right to break the Volstead or the 
speeding law! 


"N every big city each year, there 
are hundreds of special permits 
issued to individuals authorizing them 
to block or obstruct the sidewalk 
with barber poles, signs or displays 
of goods, in direct violation of an 
ordinance which prohibits the use of 
the sidewalk for any kind of private 
use and the Supreme Court has 
repeatedly held that every inch of 
the sidewalk is a part of the street 
and belongs to the public. While 
hundreds are authorized to erect 
and maintain: these signs, poles, 
etc., many others are arrested and 
fined for blocking or obstructing the 
sidewalk. This special privilege is 
used to drive people into line politi- 
cally or to collect money for the 
fixer. Each month hundreds of 
arrest slips or semi-official summons 
to appear in court for speed viola- 
tions are destroyed before the papers 
get to court, because some citizen 
knows some official and knows the 
law violator and is crooked enough 
to ask the official to be crooked and 
the official is spineless and yellow 
enough to be crooked and grant a 
special privilege, which encourages 
disrespect for law and makes grafters 
out of policemen. 

Judges in the Speeders’ Courts 
say that 50 per cent of the arrests 
made by the park police are fixed 
before they reach court. (They did 
not tell how many were fixed after 
they reached court.) They accuse 
the park commissioners of mal- 
feasance in office ia assuming the 
powers and duties of a judge in 
releasing guilty persons. 


Der month in the loop district 
of Chicago and the business 
district of every large city, many 
citizens obtain permission to park 
in prohibited territory for a price— 
either money or influence. Ordi- 
nances are passed because of a public 
demand so that downtown districts 
may be made passable even if it 
does inconvenience many motor 
drivers. The ordinances were passed 
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to make the streets in the business 
sections safe for pedestrians and to 
allow business a chance to use the 
street sand sidewalks. Some citizens 
however, know some official and 
calmly ask for special privileges 
which are liable to cause injuries 
and possible death! 

Moreover, the Chief Justice of the 
Criminal Court says that because 
hundreds perjured themselves to get 
out of jury service and many are 
excused, the courts are left without 
proper material for juries and the 
law enforcement was weaken-d. It 
has been shown that verdicts have 
been bought for money or influence. 
Men on juries have sold their vote; 
the price has been known in some 
"aSes. 

Now! do you believe in special 
privileges or do you believe in a fair 
and square deal? 

I desire to ask some questions. 
(We should have clean hands if we 
wish to take our case into a court 
of equity and expect to condemn the 
other fellow.) , 

Would you ask some person to al- 
low you to erect a sign, displaying 
goods on a sidewalk, or use more 
space in building.a garage than your 
permit calls for, if you knew some 
official crooked enough to allow you 
to be crooked? 

If some of your friends violated 
some law and secured immunity by 
influence, would you consider them 
good citizens and fortunate or would 
you consider them poor citizens and 
dishonorable? 

If you were given an arrest notifi- 
cation slip for speeding or for parking 
in the business district, would you 
ask some official to violate his oath of 
office or discourage, disgust and make 
a grafter of an officer who gave you 
the slip? Or would you go to court, 
tell the judge the truth and take the 
consequences? 

If one of your friends told you that 
he was summoned for jury service but 
had an influential friend who knew the 
judge and got him excused because it 
might inconvenience him or cause him 
financial loss, would you have less 
respect for him or would you envy 
him and ask him to get you excused 
if you were called? 

If your friend told you he had 
been called for jury service but, not 
wanting to serve, disqualified him- 
self, would you consider his act in 
perjuring himself 100 per cent good 
citizenship, or would you consider 
him disloyal to his country? 

The reason why I ask you these 
questions is to bring home to you the 
fact that there has been and is now 
a too general prevalence, especially 
in large cities of a desire to secure 
immunity from punishment for vio- 


lating the law—immunity from per- 
forming necessary duties as citizens; 
an almost passion for leaving it for 
the other fellow and that other fellow 
does it for profit and not from 
principle. 

You and I are prone to take lightly 
the fixing of cases; the evading of 
jury service and the selling of 
verdicts. We consider the official 
who violates his oath of office a good 
fellow and the securer of special 
privileges a “lucky guy.” We have 
believed and still believe that the 
granting or accepting of these favors 
is not important as far as causing or 
curing crime. Asa matter of history 
the breaking down of governments 
have started with disregard for law 
—the granting and accepting of 
immunity for small violations toler- 
ated or ignored by the great mass 
of people until ao law, no official was 
obeyed or respected. How far have 
we gone on the dangerous road of 
disregard for law? There are today 
not less than one hundred persons 
serving sentences in the County 
Jail or House of Correction who were 
arrested and charged with felony, 
attempted murder, robbery and bur- 
gulary. Bonds in these cases were 
fixed as high as $90,000. Many of 
them admitted they were guilty of 
thus the crime charged. 


7‘OR example, the punishment for a 
felony is imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary or reformatory or death. To 
sentence a man charged with a felony 
to either the County Jail or the House 
of Correction the charge must be 
changed to. a misdemeanor, a com- 
plaint must be drawn and sworn to, 
and that means’colusion on the part 
of at least three or four persons. 
Public officials must agree to the 
filing of a false complaint if either the 
judge, the state’s attorney or the 
complaining witness refuse the fixing, 
thus the machinery is clogged. 

When such things can happen and 
do happen daily, guilty persons charg- 
ed with felonies sent to jail or to the 
bridewell and sometimes released on 
probation against the law, the rest 
of the world doesn’t believe that 
law was made for every one but 
only for those who have no friends 
or relatives in official or political 
life. 

You cannot disregard certain laws 
and expect to enforce all other laws! 
You cannot have fixing taught in 
the home in all walks of life and then 
expect people to respect law or law 
enforcement. 

Seventy-five per cent of the people 
in jail now believe that with money 
or influence they can get their bonds 
reduced, furnish bail, get out on the

rQNHAT familiar quotation, ‘The 
boy is father to the man,” is 
perhaps the key note of this 
great movement among the Kiwanis 
Ciuss of Canada towards the up- 
lifting, physically, morally and men- 
tally, of our growing boys. Less 
than one year ago at the convention 
at Montreal, while casting about for 
some definite and systematic object 
upon which to concentrate our ener- 
gies. we became keenly aware of this 
great responsibility which had been 
laid upon the already heavily bur- 
dened country and we unanimously 
took upon ourselves the task of guid- 
ing these young feet into the paths 
of good citizenship so nec2ssary to 
the future welfare of the nation. 
This stupendous undertaking has 
met with a support even greater than 
I had hoped and the men of the var- 
ious clubs have shouldered the re- 
sponsibility of their unfortunate little 
brothers with a spirit that will be 
found nowhere but among Krwan- 
IANS. It is rarely indeed that a man 
will not give cheerfully and unstint- 
ingly of his money to help those who 
are in need, especially when the 
needy ones are little children, but 
in this work a man is asked, not to 
give money, but to give himself—his 
time, his sympathy, his personality, 
his example and his guarantee of the 
well being of the embryo citizen whom 
he has voluntarily taken under his 
wing. It is especially among the 
children of those men who so un- 
selfishly sacrificed themselves for their 
country, and ours, that the need of 
assistance is most pressing and it is 
these children who are receiving that 
personal care and guidance which 
it is in the power of the Kiwanis 
CLUBs to give. 


J TRUST that I will be pardoned if 

I lay particular stress upon the work 
of my own home club in London, 
Ontario, which was the first to ac- 
tively engage in this objective. The 
spirit with which the men of the 
London Club have entered into the 
work has proven an inspiration and

a stimulant to the other clubs of the 
district who during the past year, 
with very few exceptions, have fol- 
lowed our example. The growth of 
this undertaking has been so rapid 
that in our club it has been neces- 
sary to take charge of our boys on a 
strictly business basis by which an 
accurate account can be kept of what 
each boy requires and receives from 
the club, this being ascertained by the 
two men, his Kiwanis daddies, who 
have special charge of the boy, and 
provided through an order from the 
chairman of the Objective Com- 
mittee. We have at the present time 
sixty boys in the Club, the estimated 
average cost for each boy being 
The money 
required has been for the most part 
raised by contributions from the 
members, this amount covering Y. 
M. C. A. memberships, clothing, in 
some cases, school books and many 
incidental expenses. This summer the 
clubs in Western Ontario will hold a 
camp in the country where it is ex- 
pected over two hundred boys will 
spend a month under the supervision 
of various Kiwanrans from the 
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different clubs. It has been our ob- 
ject as far as possible to leave the 
boys in their own homes, under their 
mothers’ care, giving them what 
financial aid is absolutely necessary, 
but most particularly supervising 
their home conditions, health and 
schooling, and providing such amuse- 
ments as the growing boy must have 
for the good of his soul and the 
development of the “good sport” 
spirit which has in it the elements 
necessary to the making of a good 
citizen. 


AM merely citing the London 

Club as being the one with which I 
am in closest touch and because the 
result of our efforts has been surpris- 
ing even to those of us who looked for 
great things and I feel that we are 
justified in being proud of our little 
Krwanians. The reports which come 
to me from the other clubs in the 
district tell the same story—of the 
great success of this movement in 
their city and of the mutual benefit 
to the boys and their adopted daddies. 

For some years the care of the 
dependent and under-privileged child, 
especially in the larger cities, has been 
a difficult problem but more par- 
ticularly since the great war when so 
many young fathers, in giving their 
lives for their country, left us as a 
legacy the care of their fatherless 
children. This is not a matter left 
to our own decision but it is a dis- 
tinct duty laid upon us and not only 
as regards war orphans, but we have 
also the responsibility of children 
whose parents through unfortunate 
circumstances are not able to fulfil 
their natural obligation to their 
young families. All these needy 
little ones come indiscriminately un- 
der the wide spreading wing of Kr- 
wanis and we who are engaged in 
this work do all in our power to give 
them the advantages which will en- 
able them to take their place in the 
world with other children and later 
as reputable men and women, upon 
which depends the future of our 
country. 








N almost every case the work 
taken upin the cities by the Kiwanis 
Cruss has been in the interests of 
boys, rather than girls. There is 
apparently no real reason for this, 
excepting as regards conditions lo- 
cally. A few of our clubs, however, in 
view of the work done by charitable 
organizations in their cities, have 
concentrated their efforts on the 
under-privileged girls, and have had 
equal success. Just what form this 
work among the children will take 
is left to the discretion of the in- 
dividual clubs, the main point being 
that they may be given the oppor- 
tunity of becoming self-respecting 
and self-supporting, and that they 
may be later an asset rather than a 
liability to the country in which they 
live. In most cases all they need is 
the chance to make good and it is the 
duty and privilege of every man, 
especially if he be a KiwaNIAn, to 
give them this chance. Nor is it 
the children alone who benefit. Were 
you to ask any active Kiwanis 
daddy about his work he would 
probably tell you just how much he 
enjoyed it and what a fine little 
fellow his young KiwaNIANn was and 
become quite garrulous about the 
bright things he does and how clever 
he is at school, just as he would with 
his own little boy, if he has one. 
So you can perhaps understand what 
this means to us men of KIWANIs, 
the pleasure of living in the lives of 
others, and the realization that some 
one weaker than ourselves is depend- 
ent upon what we do. There is an 
unlimited satisfaction in knowing 
that we have grasped this heaven- 
sent opportunity to become a prop 
and a stay for those who are weak 
and dependent upon us. 
O the market place in our little 
city the pigeons come on market 
days to feed upon the grain that is 
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spilled from the farmers’ wagons; 
they come, ten or a dozen, and slowly 
after them comes the little crippled 
pigeon. They are hungry, but when 
he comes who is unfortunate and 
cannot so well care for himself, the 
circle breaks, and a vacant place, 
with the best kernels of grain, is 
left for him. I have watched this 
many times and marveled at it. 

It is my earnest prayer that in a 
very short time every Krwanis CLuB 
in the Dominion and in the United 
States will see these little children 
as I see them and will grasp this 
opportunity to “do unto others,” 
which is the true spirit of Krwanis. 


Dallas Concen- 
trates 


O KIWANIAN was ever content to 

belong to a Kiwanis CLuB that 
has nothing greater as an objective 
than meeting weekly to exchange 
felicitations of good fellowship; to 
listen to speakers discuss current 
topics—in short to be a mutual 
admiration society or a society of a 
few cliques. Real, red-blooded men 
want first an acquaintance with what 
is all about them to be done. They 
then want to select that one most 
imperative thing to do and to con- 
centrate on that one thing and get it 
done. 

The Dallas Club studied objectives 
for a long time. The Board of Direc- 
tors wrestled with the problem. Care- 
ful surveys were made; the claims of 
several highly meritorious civic build- 
ing propositions were presented to 
them. 

T the outset, let it be said that 
there was no unanimity of opin- 

ion. In justice to the Board of Direc- 
tors let it also be said that they were 
all men, who when self must be laid 


aside and something chosen that 
was not in line with their particular 
hobby of work, were willing to 
listen and make the best choice for 
the entire membership. Unanimity 
came from intelligent, fraternity of 
interest. 

After much wrestling the mountain 
brought forth more than a mouse. At 
an open meeting the Dallas member- 
ship had presented to it for its consid- 
eration the fact that the underprivi- 
leged boys, made up principally of the 
newsboys of the city, had no home 
and Kiwanis was called upon to get 
behind a movement that would give 
them one. It was explained that this 
work would give Krwanis a direct 
contact with the personnel of the 
Newsboys Club and that while the 
club was building a home, brick upon 
brick, it could also be building me— 
thought upon thought, deed upon 
deed. The services of organizers 
were called in and Dallas started 
toward its objective—a Newsboys’ 
Home. 

HUS DALLAS, Texas, in its 

Kiwanis Cuus took its place on 
the Krwanis Highway and set its 
face like a flint—its mind concen- 
trated on one accomplishment. With- 
out this action Dallas could not 
claim itself one of the leading Krwan- 
1s Ciuss of International; with it as 
her chosen work she stepped upon the 
platform—the Krwanis Stage and 
took her place as one of the actors in a 
real HEART and Blood drama. 

Oh Krwanis CLusB!—wherever sit- 
uate; whatever your membership— 
step out of the class of submerged 
clubs and onto the stage and play 
your part.

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Is the Idealist Really 
a Business Success?

In our economic and social system, we theoretically serve one another, 
each doing the thing he is particularly trained to do, and which, it is pre- 
sumed, he can do better than it can be done by anyone else. In our system, 
we are inter-dependent, and in order to be able to pay for the services ren- 
dered to us, we must ourselves be paid for the services rendered by us. 
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“DEALISM is defined as a*habit 
i] of forming ideals and striving 
after their realization, and is 
the endeavor to obtain perfection 
by improving and uniting in one form 
all the best qualities to be%found in 
individual forms. 


An ideal is that which is conceived 
as the highest type of excellence or 
ultimate object of attainment. 


The British Premier, Lloyd George, 
says, “Think out new ways to deal 
with old problems. Don’t be always 
thinking of getting back to where 
you were before the’ war. Get a 
real new’ world.” On another oc- 
casion he’ said, ‘‘The less’we talk of 
the theories of the past and the more 
we deal with the}realities and the 
needs of the future, the better nation- 
al progress we shall make. 


In these days no one is fit for the 
Kingdom who turns back to the old 
Shibboleths and catch-words. ‘Look 
not every man on his own things,’” 
said St. Paul, “but every~man also 
on the things of others.!- 


NE OF the difficulties which con- 
fronts all big business isin having 
things imperfectly done; the lack in 
individuals of appreciating the neces- 
sity of doing things correctly, of 
analyzing accurately situations that 
arise, and by giving clear expression 
in statements of such situation. One 
of our ideals should be to overcome 
this in“our daily work. 
Conscientious effort and education 
will do more than anything else to 
overcome such shortcomings, By ed- 
ucation I mean” the systematic de- 
velopment and cultivation of the 
normal powers of intellect, so-as to 
render them more efficient in some 
particular form of endeavor. 


Efficiency in broad modern busines s 
methods requires character, idealism, 
and education, as well as experience 
andeffort. Individual business careers 
without character cannot result in 
success. 

Let'me say here that I believe there 
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ig as much opportunity for idealism 
in our commercial activities as there 
is in art, literature and music. 


LL BIG business careers are the 

result of idealism, character and 
concentrated effort—a vital, aggres- 
sive idealism that involves and pro- 
gressee with the business career. 


“Tt isn’t good luck or some wonder- 
ful gift 

Of talent, or genius or learning 

That brings us at last to the coveted 
goal; 

Nor is it by dreaming or yearning. 

It is only hard work and a noble re- 
solve 

That accomplishes glorious deeds. 

It’s tending our own little garden 
of life 

And preserving it free from the 
weeds.” 


As Carlyle puts it— 

“The end of man is an action and 
not a thought, were it the noblest.’ 

“Of your strength there is and can 
be no clear feeling, save by what you 
have prospered in, by what you have 
done. Our works are the mirrors 


wherein the spirit first sees its natural 
lineaments. Conviction, were it nev- 
er so excellent, is worthless until it 
converts itself into action.” 


INCE THE war there has been a 

serious recasting of values. Stocks, 
bonds, money—all things material 
have shrunk to more nearly their 
relative value, while character, in- 
tegrity, honor, love, sympathy, un- 
selfishness, are taking first place 
in the hearts and minds of thought- 
ful people. | 

Evidences are not lacking of the 
tightening of the bonds of brother- 
hood, and a more general application 
of the Golden Rule would work 
wonders in removing social unrest, 
suspicion, greed of gain, unlawful 
exploitation, and would completely 
nulify that diabolical doctrine—‘‘Do 
others before they do you.” 

With the broader view taken by 
business men, industry and commerce 
are not channels down which a few indi- 
viduals may float without effort in a 
life of luxury and ease; but provide 
great opportunities for useful service. 
Further, success in business enterprise 
should be recognized as an added 
obligation to greater devotion to the 
service of our fellows—more especially 
to the community in which our per- 
sonal success has been realized. 





ONEY has its more or less fixed 

value “The laborer is worthy of 
his hire,’”’ but the important thing after 
all is the character of the service we 
are rendering, and its adequacy for 
the needs of the community which 
we serve. This is high ground; but 
there are many evidences of the 
operation of natural laws, which 
will compel us to still greater effort. 
We must give to get, and we must 
give first. What a man sows, that 
will he also reap. 

Never has there been greater need 
for the exceptional, the resourceful, 
the man who can think and who can 
plan, who can devise new and original

rewarded is guaranteed. The 
principle of reward is as eternal as 
the hills. All human effort, whether 
good or bad, meets with its return. 
Let us never forget that solemn 
warning, ‘‘Whatsoever a man sows 
that shall he also reap.” There is 
another question which we will al- 
ways ask and that is, how much shall 
be my wages? The answer to that 
question is also fundamental. Real 
reward is always commensurate with 
the effort expended; this principle 
holds good in every line of human 
endeavor. After this there is another 
question which presents itself and 
that is, what shall be the nature of 
our reward? Here is where we need 
to ponder a while. There are two 
kinds of reward, material and spir- 
itual. Thus far man has largely 
placed the premium on the former 
in spite of the fact that it is the less 
valuable. History will bear out the 
truthfulness of the above statement. 
Men, whose lives stand out like 
lofty sycamores in the forest of hu- 
manity, were those who cast aside 
all desire for selfish material gain 
and gave themselves absolutely with- 
out stint to some great, spiritual 
undertaking. They lived that the 
largest number possible might be 
made happier and the influence of 
their lives lingers like incense from 
the morning altar and will continue 
to bless the generations yet unborn. 
As with men, so with institutions; 
if they would live and be worthy of 
a place in the mighty march of prog- 
ress, they must bring the best they 
have and lay it upon the altar of 
humanity. For this purpose was 
Krwanis born. 


LJ OWEVER far the individual Kr- 

WANIAN may fall short in practic- 
ing her principles, it remains true that 
her mission is spiritual and her only 
reward can and will be of that nature. 
It can be truly said of our Club, as 
the great Apostle said of Charity, 
KIWwANis vaunteth not herself, is 
not puffed up, seeketh not her own. 
Thus far we have run true to form. 
We have sought no material holdings, 
ours has been to give what we had 
to society at large. Our real mission 
is to bring the spirit of true fellowship 
into the relationships of commerce 
and industry, to drive out of business 
the shrivelled spirit of mean and 


dirty competition, and relieve as 
far as is possible our commercial 
and industrial life of its elements 
of drudgery and sordidness. While 
Kiwanis is still in her swaddling 
clothes we can already claim some 
reward for her efforts. There never 
has been in the past as fine a spirit 
of fairness and honesty in the business 
transactions of this country as we 
have at the present time. There 
never has been a time in our nation’s 
history when the employer was as 
much disposed to treat the employe 
with proper consideration as today. 
The ‘‘Soul-less Corporation” of which 
we have heard so much is a product 
of the past. The signs of the times 
seem to promise us relief from this 
monster. On every hand we see 
evidences of the coming into our 
industrial life of the spiritual ele- 
ment. In our conventions where 
labor and capital meet we hear more 
of cooperation and fellowship than 
ever before. 


F YOU will pardon a personal allu- 

sion, I will relate an experience 
which was mine a few weeks ago. | 
had the pleasure of returning to the 
home of my boyhood. Istartedto say 
scenes of my boyhood but the scenes 
are not there. Then, it was a typical 
little mining village, nestling in the 
primitive woods where we lived 
simply and just as obscurely. Now, 
the trees are gone, the bridle paths 
through the forest have been re- 
placed by paved streets; the stillness 
is disturbed by the hum of industry; 
the land that comprised one of those 
little farms which you could have 
bought for $1,000 you cannot buy 
today for $1,000,000. But amid 
all this wonderful development, the 
thing that impressed me most was 
not the mammoth steel plant, the 
great wire mill, the by-product plants, 
or all the other industries, but it was 
the magnificent hospital which this 
great corporation maintains for its 
workmen and their families. 

I have visited some of the finest 
hospitals in our largest cities but have 
found none more beautiful and better 
equipped than the one under dis- 
cussion. As I wandered from ward 
to ward in that immaculate institu- 
tion beholding the treatment these 
victims of industry were receiving I 
could not refrain from contrasting 
it with the way they were treated a 


quarter of a century or more ago. 
The harp of memory was touched 
and once again I was a little care-free 
lad. It was a summer’s afternoon, 
school was out and I ran home to 
find that ‘‘Billy,’’ my oldest brother, 
had been brought home from the 
mine crippled. His ‘‘Buddies’”’ had 
carried him home and laid him on the 
bare, concrete floor. Mother was 
on her knees washing that ugly 
wound giving it the best attention 
she could. The company for which 
he worked felt no responsibility and 
gave him no heed. Billy’s pay 
stopped the moment that rock fell 
on his leg, and the little pay envelope 
never came again until he was able 
to be back at the coal face. How 
different all this is now. When a 
man is crippled, trained hands pick 
him up gently, first aid is rendered 
and he is taken where the best of 
surgeons and the best of nurses give 
him the best of care and the pay 
envelope comes the same as when he 
is working. 


i THIS I do not claim that the 
workingman is receiving all that is 
due, but I do claim we are making 
progress in the right direction and 
take courage to go forward. Fellow 
KIWANIANS, is it claiming too much 
to say that we have had some part 
in bringing about these _ glorious 
changes? No, on the other hand, | 
believe that Kiwanis and Rotary 
and the other kindred clubs have and 
are doing much to lift our commercial! 
and industrial life out of the base 
and sordid into the realm of the 
spiritual. Around the luncheon table 
from week to week many of us, it 
may be unconsciously, are learning 
the lesson of fellowship and true 
brotherhood. This is our mission 
and in the fact of this consciousness 
rests our reward. 

KIwaNis is a purely American 
institution and we are committed to 
make American industry what it 
ought to be. But we must not stop 
here; we must be international in 
our scope. Let us work to make 
our nation strong and noble so that 
she may reach out her mighty arms 
to all struggling peoples and give to 
them the glorious privileges and 
institutions which we enjoy. If we 
keep anything as good as KIwanlis 
to ourselves we will surely die; we

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HILE lunching with the Sky Pilot a Krwanian 
\ passed the table and laid a friendly hand on each 
of our shoulders. 


“Fine chap! Isn’t he?” I asked. 


“T preach sermons,’”’ answered the Sky Pilot, with a 


sigh. ‘“‘He is one.” This is the eternal sigh of a man 
who preaches. This is the everlasting sigh of the man 
who writes. All our oratory and all our scrivening is as 
aimless as a puff of dandelion before a summer zephyr, 
compared with the works of men who live the things we 
talk and write. 


“Rich man, poor man, beggar man, thief, doctor, 
lawyer, merchant, chief: it does not really matter 
whether he be educated or ignorant, tall enough to wash 
a second-story window without a ladder or short enough 
to wear a silk hat and walk under a duck; if his living 
is such that a preacher calls him a walking sermon, he 
is an asset to the club which owns him as a member of 
such worth that no scale of values may measure it. His 
attitude toward the world, not his ability, makes him 
significant in a club or fraternity. Brownlee Brown says 
“Courage, piety, wit, zeal, learning, and eloquence avail 
nothing unless the man is right.” 


To be a child is to live in an earthly heaven. Per- 
haps that is why a child looks so angelic. But as we 
grow, that expression of serene innocence which makes 
infant cherubs of us all, begins to fade and the clouds 
begin to gather as we take our places in the gallery of the 
business world. 


One of us becomes a dentist, another a clergyman, one a 
merchant, the other a physician, still another a banker. 
No matter what, we grow into the treasure of innocence, 
of happiness, of joy in little, everyday things, which we 
had as children and lost as we grew up. We expect to 
gain these again in some general, vague, far-off way “when 
we are men.” But the burden we take on ourselves in 
solving the bread and butter problem, in the struggle for 
comfort and for luxury, is usually far greater than our 
spiritual vitality and so the vision that is in us is often 
ground into earth by the steam-roller of business. 


Thus, when our light fails we stumble and fall. That 
we rise and climb up the hill of life, profiting by some of 
our mistakes, ignoring the lessons taught by others 
but still making progress, can only be because we have yet, 
somewhere, a little of the driving courage, the clear-eyed 
hope of the child we were. 


Civilization is not a thing in itself; it is the sum of the 
education and the soul-stuff of us all, as individuals. 
The progress of the individual is essential to world growth. 
Only so can our civilization grow. We need more men 
oe live sermons and fewer people who preach and write 
them. 


Most men climb better in crowds, just as most animals 
hunt better in packs. With a brother Krwantan at my 
side, falls hurt less, clouds are not so black; his helping 
hand makes for more sturdy climbing. I go faster and 
further in my Kiwanis group than as an individual. 
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And so, of course, I find the man who helps me, whose 
daily life is marked out by his desire to build, to help, 
to encourage, is preaching a better sermon than any min- 
ister can utter or any pen-pusher (such as I) can hope to 
write! 

One child of poverty helped to opportunity is a better 
prayer to the Almighty than the most sonorous petition 
which ever rose to the topmost arch of the biggest cathe- 
dral in the world. One friendly slap on the back, one 
opportune dollar placed in the hand of a chap who is 
slipping is a better moral essay than ever flowed from the 
pen of the world’s best philosopher. 


Men are sheep-like, in that they follow easily. We 
follow our leaders whether to the race-track or a church 
service, to the bootleggers or to a hospital with flowers. 
A large group follows a leader more easily and quickly 
than a. small one. In the large Krwanis group we follow 
those who live sermons, easily, naturally, happily. So the 
KIWANIAN who lives his preachments, develops, in the 
men of his group, the best things which are in them. 
He teaches his crowd that doing good is a great deal of 
fun. His fellows learn to enjoy it. Those of us who have 
never tried it; those of us who forget how to do it in the 
hurly-burly of business and professional life; those of us 
who, knowing, neglect it, all get it when the living preacher 
moves among us. It is good sport to take a flock of old 
ladies out in our car. It is real fun to boss and help a 
lot of boys at a playground. It is a real joy to endow a 
bed in some children’s hospital. When we first follow 
our leader, we may be a little skeptical and “just pretend.” 
but very shortly, often to our amazement, we actually 
become good fellows because we pretended we were! The 
play becomes reality, the brag becomes a fact, and we 
grin at ourselves in the glass to find that our “‘let’s pre- 
tend”’ has ceased to be a mere pretension of goodness 
and that, by golly, we are good men! 


It’s a funny old world and if we get the right Kiwanis 
viewpoint, we can have a lot of sport laughing at our- 
selves, for the truth is that each man is a funny, grown- 
up kid if he can just see it! 


Kiwanis has jollied a lot of fellows into being nice in 
this way. I have seen more grouches melted into ge- 
niality, more frowns smoothed inio smiles, more pimples 
changed to dimples, more selfishness changed to gener- 
osity, more pessimism changed to optimism, more imi- 
tations changed into real men in Krwanis than any 
organization I have ever known. 


I say Krwanis has done these things. But Kiwanis, 
like civilization, is not a thing in itself, but a sum of indi- 
viduals. It is the KtwaNntAn who was born that way who 
is the little leaven that leavens the whole lump of us. It 
is the preacher who lives his sermons who makes us first 
pretend, and, pretending, grow to be good, helpful, 
fraternal K1waNIANs. 


And that is why we who preach and write look at you 
who are walking sermons and sigh to think we can never 
preach or write with the influence on the world that your 
“Just living” has!

The work 

and fellowship of this first convention in Canada will 

stamp upon our organization even more ineffac: ably its 
‘international character. 


A Critical Year 

The year has been a critical period for THe Kiwanis 
Crus International in two ways. First, the problem of 
conservation and stabilization had to be much more 
definitely met the past year than formerly. The growth 
of Krwanis had been so rapid and so successful that 
there was created an enthusiasm and spirit in the new 
clubs that for a while made unnecessary the facing of 
the more fundamental problem of conservation. During 
the past year more of the problems involved in longer 
established clubs came to the front. The brilliant editor 
of the Century in some recent editorials on democracy 
has made an excellent distinction between the early 
“quantitative expansion’? of democracy and the later 
necessity for ‘‘qualitative development.” KIwanis is 
not yet through with its “quantitative expansion,” but 
the past year has brought us definitely to the later 
problem of that ‘“‘qualitative development” which alone 
can insure the true progress of the Ktwanis movement. 

It is also an exceptionally critical matter for Kiwanis 
to surrender at just this period the leadership of O. 
Samuel Cummings, who had been responsible for so large 
a share of the best development of Krwanis and whose 
experience therefore made him peculiarly fitted to fullfil 
the responsibilities of the period of maturing and internal 
development The present secretary counts himself 
fortunate, to have had a somewhat unusual preparation 
for taking up the leadership which Mr. Cummings laid 
down because with him as a friend and former associate 
in service work, Mr. Cummings discussed in those for- 
mative years many of the problems of Krwanis. There- 
fore, in a most unexpected manner these discussions 
have proved to be ultimately a certain training for his 
present duties. Although he did not begin with Krwants 
until July 1, he was able to attend a Board meeting 
before the Cleveland Convention and also the convention 
itself with the related Board meetings. He did not as- 
sume full executive charge until August 1, and therefore 
had a month with Mr. Cummings as a further means of 
assisting him to be prepared for his work. 

Your secretary accepted his position as the result of 
a somewhat exceptional series of circumstances. Having 
first declined the position conscientiously for most un- 
selfish reasons, he finally accepted it because of the 
definite conviction of the opportunities offered in the 


leadership of Kiwanis. He is gratified to assure this 
convention that the year of service has more than justified 
to himself, that he took the right step in surrendering 
his other position of large leadership to become Interna- 
tional Secretary of Kiwanis. He has faithfully en- 
deavored to give his very best to Kiwanis to have the 
work of the organization reach the ideals which he believes 
are cherished for it by the officers and by all Krwantans. 

The year has been so full of joyous duties and rich 
satisfactions of the spirit that he can hardly realize that 
twelve months have passed and that he is submitting 
his first annual report. He wishes to express his deep 
appreciation of the consideration and co-operation which 
has been shown to him in his many relations and complex 
duties. 

A President for the Times 

In the judgment of your secretary, Kiwanis could 
not have chosen a president more fitted for the needs of 
this critical year than our good friend and leader, Harry 
E. Karr. His steady, thoughtful, quiet, but forceful 
leadership, loyal to the most fundamental values in 
Kiwanis, brought to our organization just those qualities 
which were peculiarly needed during a year in which 
Kiwanis confronted the two critical problems mentioned. 
He has been an unfailing guide and helper of the secre- 
tary in the most difficult problems of the year and by 
temperament and convictions he has shown himself 
peculiarly fitted to lead in the ‘‘qualitative development”’ 
of the organization which had expanded so rapidly. 

Policy for the Year 

The spirit of the president’s policy in this regard was 
evidenced in his words of acceptance at Cleveland and 
later in a personal talk with the secretary immediately 
after the convention. The Executive Committee took 
official action in line with President Karr’s convictions, 
by adopting at the meeting in July the following three- 
fold policy: 

(1) To maintain the high quality of membership in 
Krwanis CLUBS; 

(2) To assimilate by proper education and inspiration 
the members of both new and established clubs; 

(3) To adopt a public activity in which all Krwanis 
CLUBS may cooperate. 

The Board and staff throughout the year have 
most conscientiously sought in every possible way to 
adopt such plans and methods as would make for the 
fullest realization of this policy. The selection of the 
committees, the development of committee programs, 
the planning for District conventions, the improved 
methods for extention work, the betterment of the maga- 
zine, the expansion of the service departments—these 
all have made for the great end of maintaining quality 
membership and of assimilating our new members. The 
achievements of the year have been climaxed in carrying 
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out the third aspect of the policy by the official approval 
of the field of under-privileged children as that public 
activity in which all Krwants CLuss may cooperate. 


Numerical Growth 


In spite of the policy which stressed higher standards 
in regard to building new clubs and adding new members 
to established clubs, the record of the numerical growth 
has been most gratifying; in fact, the statistics are all 
the more satisfying because achieved under such a policy. 
At the Cleveland Convention the secretary reported 533 
clubs with 47,970 members. It is a satisfaction to report 
today that Tur Krwanis Crus International has 802 
clubs with 68,101 members. Last year there was an 
increase of 266 clubs and 19,429 members. This year 
the increase is 269 clubs and 20,131 members. 


Finances 


It is a cause for satisfaction on the part of all that in 
spite of unsettled business conditions and with demands 
for increased expense due to the expansion of service 
at Headquarters, our finances are in a thoroughly satis- 
factory condition. Many business houses and industries 
have had to submit quite different reports, indicating 
handicapping conditions and unsatisfactory results— 
limited production, reduced sales, writing off inventories 
and financial statements in “red.’”’ Quite otherwise has 
it been with K1wanlIs. 


Under the guidance of the Committee on Finance the 
entire budget system has been improved and the account- 
ing system thoroughly revised according to the best 
modern methods. A firm of public accountants has been 
employed to give close supervision to our finances, sub- 
mitting monthly as well as annual and semi-annual audits 
and financial statements. 


District Organization 


Distinct gains have been made in the strengthening 
of our district organizations and especially in the in- 
creased appreciation of their function as a part of the 
KIWANIs organization. 


The District conventions held last fall were better 
than those of the previous year. Almost without excep- 
tion programs were stronger, attendance larger. The 
officers, committeemen and delegates faced more ade- 
quately their duties and responsibilities. Conferences 
dealt more definitely with fundamental methods and 
principles and, best of all, there developed out of the 
fellowship and the business of the conventions, a new 
morale for the highest things in Krwanls. 


Twenty-seven of the twenty-eight districts held con- 
ventions during the latter part of 1921. For special 
reasons the Wisconsin-Upper Michigan District, which 
held a convention in January, 1921, felt it unwise to have 
another convention until 1922. There was a total attend- 
ance of 10,274—ranging from 22 at the Louisiana-Mis- 
sissippi Convention to 872 at the Indiana Convention. 
Of the 575 clubs existing last fall, 523 were represented 
at these district conventions. 


More definitely than ever before, plans were made for 
the attendance of different International officers at all 
district conventions in addition to the President and 
Secretary. These were assigned to attend districts other 
than their own. The International President attended 
twelve of the District conventions and the International 
Secretary sixteen. Official representatives other than 
the President and Secretary were in attendance at twenty- 
three of the conventions, and only one convention had 
no International representation. These conditions did 


much in the way of bringing clubs and districts and leaders 
into a closer relationship with International and in giving 
to International a better appreciation of the field and its 
problems. — 


Strong district conventions sent back officers better 
fitted to undertake their district responsibilities. The 
resulting advance in district administration has been 
clearly evident in recent months. This developed strength 
in the district is full of promise for Krwanis progress, 
because the size of our organization now makes impera- 
tive the cooperative assistance of the district unit. 


Progress in Committee Work 


No one can listen to the reports submitted by our 
various committees to this convention without appreciat- 
ing the progress made in committee work. The plan to 
print the reports is itself a token of the enlarged function 
and added recognition accorded these committees. 


The care exercised in the appointment of the com- 
mittees this past year has been justified in the successful 
work accomplished. Some exceptional programs for the 
clubs have been developed such as ‘“‘Anniversary Week” 
by the Committee on Education, “On The Way to Better 
Business’”’ and ‘‘Courtesy Week” by the Committee on 
Business Standards and Methods, ‘‘Constitution Week 
in United States’ and “Chamber of Commerce Day”’ 
by the Committee on Public Affairs. The Committee 
on Music brought to completion plans for ‘Songs of 
KIwaNIs,” a unique collection of songs to promote better 
singing in the clubs. The aggressive work of the Com- 
mittee on Inter-city Relations has resulted in numbers 
of better group meetings of neighboring clubs which 
enlarge the friendships in our organization, educate our 
members in the best methods and inspire them with the 
highest ideals of Kiwanis. The Committee on Pub- 
licity has advanced some excellent publicity plans, espe- 
cially the placing of the Krwanis Magazine in local read- 
ing rooms by each club. The Committee on Classification 
has thoroughly analyzed and studied a very large volume 
of classification problems and supports with increased 
conviction the necessity for fidelity to our classification 
principles. The report of the Committee on Grievance 
again testifies to the remarkable spirit moving in the 
hearts of our nearly 70,000 members. The proposed 
amendments to the Constitution, which distinctly better 
and strengthen our fundamental document, testify to 
the continued fidelity of the Committee on Laws and 
Regulations. The report of the Special Committee on 
Closer Relations brings a timely message, the result of 
most faithful work. The Committee on Public Affairs 
has made an exhaustive study of many activity sugges- 
tiens and fields for service and their labors have accom- 
plished the approval of service to under-privileged chil- 
dren as the single activity in which all clubs may co- 
ope rate—an action of large significance to Kiwanis. 


.JAn advance was accomplished in correlating the work 
of the committees, especially those putting out programs 
to the clubs, and in relating the work of all committees 
to the Board and Executive Committee. In the future 
more attention should be given to uniting the activities 
of officers and Board and committees. What may be 
termed an International Policy for the convention year 
should include the thought and plans for both Inter- 
national Officers and International Committees. The 
work of the committees should be considered a part 
of the agenda of all meetings of the Board and Executive 
Committee and not simply a matter for report to Mid- 
Year Meeting or Annual Convention.

VV ERBERT SPENCER did not push 
H a prostituted pen. Some place in 
his seroll you will find this thought. 
That a thing is a success only insofar as 
it performs the work that it is intended to 
do. A knife is to cut, and regardless of 
the many useful purposes that you can 
put a knife to, if it does not cut it is not 
afsuccess. An umbrella is to keep off the 
rain and no matter how good a walking 
stick it may be, if it does not keep off the 
rain, it is not a success. 


Apply this to any phase or degree of 
life or organization and it becomes an 
acid test. The standard is not too rigid 
for Kiwanis ideals. Kiwanis is intended 
to be a very vital force for betterment in 
business and civic life. It does not propose 
to make men good. Goodness has its 
danger. All of us have suffered from the 
good people we know. There are far too 
many martyrs and saints. One is intoler- 
ance, the other mighty bad company. 
At a period anterior to the Christ a fol- 
lower of Confucius expressed the idea 
that if men loved one another the strong 
would not make prey of the weak nor 
would the group plunder the individual; 
nor the rich take advantage of the poor; 
nor would the noble be insolent; and the 
simple would not be imposed upon by the 
deceitful. The resemblance of our world 
today and his of some 3,000 years ago is 
complete. What quality in the Chinese 
civilization keeps it intact? It has seen 
the civilizations of the world grow, flower 
and die for more than 150,000 years. 
There is some indication that it will sur- 
vive to see our own Anglo-Saxon race 
pass away. About the only thing to pre- 
vent it is its acceptance of our Western 
ereeds and practices. So let us banish 
the idea that we are here to make men 
good.

UR WORK is to make our neighbors 

happy, not by making our cities model 
municipalities.

Prussianism traded its virtues for a place 
in the sun. But has Germany suffered for 
the sin? There can be no [repentance 
without restitution.

ESTERDAY I received a letter from 

Munich, Germany. The Universal 
Company of Chemnitz offered me an old 
continental product—all the choice wines 
of the vineyards of Europe in a con- 
centrated powder, free from aleohol, 
shipped direct upon receipt of check. By 
a simple process, upon receipt of the small 
package of powder, I could reclaim three 
gallons of full-bodied, original Burgundy, 
Port, Sherry, et cetera. The prepara- 
tion would, if unrestricted, develop about 
fourteen per cent alcohol. On the envelope 
was stamped “For the Employes.” The 
style of the address is the same as I used 
in registering as a member of the Kiwanis 
Cius. This is not the only time I have 
received mail matter from far places thus 
addressed. The conclusion is obvious. 
The roster of the business clubs has been 
made public property. <A firm in New 
York that styles itself “The Oldest, 
Largest and Most Successful Agency 
for Circular Advertising in the World’ 
will sell to any buyer a list of the names 
and addresses of the secretaries of the 600 
or 700 Kiwanis Cuiuss for $7.50. A 
similar list of the secretaries of all the 
other business clubs is available at the 
same rate. It is not improbable that a 
complete list of the names and addresses 
of all the individual members of the 
various business clubs can be procured 
by the same route. 





Club secretaries are not only handi- 
capped by their names and addresses 
being peddled to every known kind of 
mail-order-hound, but the list of our 
secretaries is carried in the Krwanis 
International Magazine and is a cordial 
invitation to every Kiwantan with a 
hobby or an idea he cannot get through 
the International Headquarters to shoot 
it along to the club secretaries. I under- 
stand that the invitation is being con- 
stantly accepted. How many virile men 
in your club would like to be a secretary 
under these conditions? Ability always 
speaks in the same terms—results. Ham- 
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pered conditions reduce first class ability 
to second rate mediocrity. If your secre- 
tary cannot see beyond the job he cannot 
see the job itself. How can you sell the 
proper man on the secretaries’ job when 
he has to spend most of his time elimi- 
nating scrofulous letters and advertising 
matter. If our International Headquar- 
ters is hindered in receiving replies from 
the local secretaries, I’ll venture the 
thought that it is because their letters light 
in the waste basket with the hoboes of 
the mail. Secretaries are human. They de- 
serve consideration. That consideration 
is to protect them from unnecessary labor 
and hindering correspondence.

K introduction by H. L. Menken. In describing 

* Howe’s viewpoint his clever pen writes some 
thoughts which are adaptable to Krwanis. 

1. The only real human motive is intelligent self- 
interest. 

2. The first object of self-interest is to survive. The 
possession Of money makes it easier to survive, so it is 
virtuous to get money. 

3. The man who gets it is a better citizen than the 
man who does not, as what he does for himself is a benefit 
to others. 

This is a pessimistic but practical point of view. Like 
most pungent paragraphs they are half-truths. Yet 
back of them is a psychology which can be thrown into 
reverse and utilized by Krwanis Ciuss. 

1. Every human misfit fitted, every crippled-child 
made sound, every social cess-pool drained, every crooked 
boy taught to run straight is a benefit to the community. 

2. Every bettered community is one from which social] 
waste has been partially eliminated and is therefore an 
easier community in which to acquire a competence. 

3. By serving the community every man serves his 
own selfish ends and it is results which count in the final 
analysis, not methods or motives. 

Every group of men is made up of boys with long pants. 
Like other boys they must be busy. If not kept busy 
at some constructive work, they will, for want of occupa- 
tion, drift into destructive work. 

Just as it is wise to keep boys busy with radio, baseball, 
boy scouting, camping or what not, so it is intelligent 
self-interest to keep Krwants Ciuss busy in some altru- 
istic work.

The 
human comedy is rarely, if ever, played out before the 
same audience. We meet a man and know him in a 
business and a social way for a few years, which, when 
added, are but one scene out of the play of his life. 

We cannot tell what the first and second acts of his life 
may have been, the disappointments, the cares, the var- 
ious influences which cause his actions today. 

Neither can we tell what he will do, how much repara- 
tion he will make for his misdeeds, how the complica- 
tions and misunderstandings of his life will be disen- 
tangled in his fourth and fifth acts. 

Let us be as kind to our friends, to the people around us, 
as we are to the pictures we hang in the best possible light. 
Let us strive to have the same charity of thought which 
most Krwanians have of deeds. 

An ounce of prevention is better than a pound of cure. 
Charity of thought at the beginning will often save the 
necessity of charity of deed later. 

We are “But helpless Pieces of the Game He plays, 
Upon this Checkerboard of Nights and Days.” As we 
view a man we may be looking at one of the black squares 
of his life, not noting that there are just as many white 
ones which because of the brevity of our view we fail to 
see.

How Big? 


We all consider growth, size, altitude, magnitude,. 
bigness as evidences of quality. - The tallest building, 
the longest bridge, the widest street, the largest city, the 
hugest locomotive, the fastest racing car, the richest bank 
. these are things in which we take pride. 
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But size and quality do not always go hand in hand, 
nor does mere numerical supremacy always spell power. 
A patos of trained soldiers can lick a mob of thou- 
sands. 

How big shall your Krwanis Ciuss be permitted to 
be? 

Too many enthusiasts are saying “as big as real quality 
fellows can make it... the bigger the better.’”’ This 
is an enthusiastic, but not necessarily a wise answer. 

Kiwanis is able, powerful, a good influence, a civic 
asset in proportion to its carrying out its principles of 
“‘we build,” of good-fellowship, of standards which make 
membership in it sought, and a guarantee of standing. 
If size interferes with any of these, size is a detriment, 
not an aid. 

As a rule, a big organization works more loosely, less 
effectively than a smaller one. When a Kiwanis CLusB 
gets top-heavy with numbers, it builds more slowly. 
A big organization does not promote good fellowship, 
mutual acquaintance, real friendship, as well or as 
quickly as a smaller one. The bigger the club, the less 
it is sought; the more good fellows are in it, the less there 
are to seek it. The physical limits of the majority of 
available luncheon rooms makes too great a size inad- 
visable. All these factors have influenced many clubs 
to limit their membership to a certain number, dependent 
on the population of the town, the size of the dining room, 
the number of classifications represented in the city. 
This limitation produces a waiting list, always an asset 
to any organization. 

Some day you will face this question of size—how 
many men should your club have in proportion to the 
population of your town? Until that time comes, think 
it over, and think well; and keep this as a germ-thought; 
it is not merely high quality in a man that Kiwanis 
should seek, but only the highest quality.

Duration of Meeting 


Length of meetings at Kiwanis luncheons is getting to 
be a big problem. As clubs grow older, a steadily in- 
creasing amount of routine Krwanis business must be 
done. Letters come to the President and Secretary 
which must be read, projects arise which must be debated, 
club problems come up which must be solved. 

If these things be done during the luncheon, one of 
two results ensues. The happy chatter and sociability of 
the club must largely be eliminated or the business trans- 
acted must be heard only by the few immediately sur- 
rounding the President’s table. 

To stop the chatter, choke off the pleasant banter and 
the joyous greetings of the members is to lose one of the 
most attractive features of Krwanis. The Club turns 
into a serious and solemn deliberative body. 

Business men will not willingly devote more than one 
hour to lunch. If the meetings run over this time, a 
gradually increasing number of men will rise and tip-toe 
out and a self-winderish speaker who runs twenty minutes 
over time is apt to finish with an audience of patient 
Kiwanis Officers and half a dozen badly bored waiters. 

If the business meeting is held after the luncheon, the 
speaker will have but about fifteen minutes to make his 
talk if he stops on time. 

These conditions are still further complicated by the 
fact that in almost every instance where increasing the 
meeting time to one hour and a half is put before a club 
it is voted down by the overwhelming majority. 

There is only one way out: the President can call a 


meeting of his Board fifteen minutes before luncheon, 
decide the business of the day out-of-hand and put before 
the club only such things as are absolutely necessary, 
briefing each communication instead of reading it. He 
thus can crowd his business into ten minutes and get his 
speaker on and off the floor within the prescribed hour. 

Most routine Krwanis Cius business is a bore to its 
members. The less of it they hear the happier they are. 
They elect a board because they trust the men on it. 
The more work that board takes off their hands the better 
they are pleased.

During the course of the; banquet K1- 
WANIS songs and yells wege numerous. 
A sextette from Stephens gCollege and 
another from Christian College sang sev- 
eral selections and both came back for an 
encore. 

Favors of a measuring tape with the 
Kiwanis insignia embossed on the case 
were given to the ladies. At each table 
a paper cap and a program was placed.

Mr. Chase ‘explained 
each of these as they relate to the practice 
and application of Krwan1ans. 

Dean Walter Miller, in his speech of 
acceptance, spoke beautifully of the tenets 
of Kiwanis, which apply the principles

It provides a wonderful plan 
for constructive work. District Governor 
Barr has conceived the splendid idea of 
making the District Convention a clearing- 
house of approved methods and recom- 
mendations for constructive Kiwanis 
work. The program, as outlined, has the 
underlying purpose of assembling data, 
information and summarized results to 
the end that there will be accumulated 
through the medium of the District Con- 
vention a working plan which will be a 
guide to all clubs in the district and to the 
local club and district officers who will 
earry on the future work of the district. 


Following the District Convention there 
will be staged August 23 and 24 a great 
Kiwanis Inter-Club Mountain Frolic at 
the Rainier National Park, the wonderful 
playground of the Pacific Northwest. 


The extension work of the district is 
keeping pace with the wonderful record 
established earlier in the year. 


On May 27 the Kiwanis Cuvus of Pull- 
man, Wash., received its charter. Walla 
Walla, Wash., received a Charter May 29. 
Colfax, Wash., had its charter presenta- 
tion June 3. A new club has just been 
completed at Auburn, Wash. Intensive 
survey work is, being carried on all over 
the district. 

Governor Louis D. Barr, who is a 
splendid organization man, early in the 
year developed a plan of dividing the 
district into units and placing in charge 
of each a regional director as a personal 
representative of the district governor. 
Past governor Charles F. Riddell was 
made regional director for Western 
Washington. First Lieutenant Governor 
S. W. Lawrence was given Oregon; second 
lieutenant governor Carl J. Culter, was 
designated for British Columbia and C. 


C. Lantry, past president of Spokane 


Kiwanis, was made regional director for 
Eastern Washington. 

Under this plan a wonderful cohesion 
has been attained between the different 
sections of the district and great results 
have been made possible. 


The regional directors have given a 
wonderful service. The plan was intended 
primarily to encourage extension work. 
But it adapts itself to every district-wide 
movement. 

The district governor has also recom- 
mended that the Seattle Circle Committee 
plan be adopted by all clubs of the district. 

This committee while primarily a com- 
mittee on charitable work, is also charged 
with the duty of giving sympathetic at- 
tention to the Seattle membership in the 
matter of sickness, trouble and distress. 
Where a member crosses the great divide 
or death strikes his immediate family this 
committee provides a floral tribute, a 
message of sympathy and arranges for 
Kiwanis participation at the funeral. 


The Pacific Northwest Krwanis Dis- 
trict has also reached out a hand of co- 
operation to the Idaho District, par- 
ticularly in the matter of extension work. 
One concrete result is the establishment 
of the Lewiston, Idaho, Club. The Pan- 
handle of Idaho has been placed within 
the jurisdiction of C. C. Lantry, re- 
gional director of Eastern Washington, 
and a very eareful survey is being made 
for the purpose of fully organizing that 
part of the Idaho District. 

District Committees are functioning well 
and a round-table conference of all com- 
mittees will be held at the District Con- 
vention for the purpose of preparing a 
definite committee policy for the future 
and preserving the results of the past year. 

This report would not be complete 
without mention of the splendid service 
being rendered by District Governor 
Louis D. Barr. He has thrown a wonder- 
ful constructive effort into district work. 
He has, repeatedly covered, many times 
at great personal sacrifice, the entire 
district. In addition to this he has shown 
a wonderful capacity for the work of 
organizing the district so that committees 
and officers have their share of responsi- 
bility.

community, but will also develop leader- 
ship in the moral, intellectual, commercial, 
and legislative matters. A study of this 
plan will enable your club to more thor- 
oughly serve in the true. Krwanis spirit. 


The Plan 


FIRST: Two or three outstanding 
business men are selected as leaders in 
each of the neighboring cities. They must 
be true Kiwanis material. Kiwanis 
ideals and the necessity of forming a 
county-wide leadership are explained to 
them. They are placed on the mailing 
list, for the secretaries’ bulletins and 
notices, and urged to attend the meetings 
of the club when they are in the city. 


SECOND: These men who are selected 
in each community are urged to gather 
about them from five to fifteen carefully 
selected men, who are real Kiwanis 
material, in their respective communities, 
using Kiwanis classification in selecting 
one man from each line of business. 
These men are called together, and it is 
explained to them that there is being 
formed a county-wide service organiza- 
tion for the county and community wel- 
fare, as well as for the promotion of ideals 
in business and the assumption of a lead- 
ership based upon the things which will 
build a better community spirit and 
county-wide cooperation. 


THIRD: Several times a year these 
men are all entertained at a real Krwanis 
meeting to get a vision of the possibilities 
of the cooperative fellowship that results 
from a real Kiwanis Cuivus. 


FOURTH: Oncea year the club makes 
a pilgrimage to these neighboring cities or 
towns, and stages a real Kiwanis luncheon 
program, at which county-wide questions 
vital to that community are considered 
by excellent speakers. It is possible to 
visit two towns in one day, by having a 
twelve o’clock luncheon in one place, 
and a six o’clock dinner in another. 
This also gives an opportunity for spend- 
ing several hours in visiting business 
houses for the purpose of getting better 
acquainted and establishing better inter- 
city relationships. 

FIFTH: If there is any question 
arising that requires leadership or pub- 
licity, in any seetion of the county, or the 
county as a whole, the Kiwanis CiuB

telephones or writes to the various selected 
leaders throughout the county, and they 
in turn get in touch with their local stand- 
ing committee, who are not KrwaANIANs, 
but constitute the county service commit- 
tee, in that locality, This furnishes the 
leadership that is so necessary, and at the 
same time benefits every community. It 
is important that nothing of a political 
nature, or anything calling for contribu- 
tions for money be undertaken, if con- 
fidence in the movement is to be main- 
tained.

Committee Work

We have known of a particular case in 
which the club had twelve or fifteen 
committees, each of which was supposed 
to be active. One of the members of this 
club has stated to us that he was a member 
of a committee which, from its nature, 
should have functioned somewhat dis- 
tinetively in club work, but that during 
the entire two years of his membership in 
the club and as a member of this commit- 
tee, the committee to which he belonged 
was never once called together and posi-

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tively took no action whatever. There 
were several other committees in the club 
which had exactly the same experience. 


Naturally this is not a healthy condi- 
tion for the club. The fault may have 
been with the president of the club or it 
may have been with the committee chair- 
man but at any rate it would seem to 
signify the necessity for the committees 
being on the job, and more particularly for 
the president of the club paying closer 
attention to the matter of the committee 
chairman calling their committees together 
and seeing that they do the work they are 
supposed to do. 


It is very often said in all organizations, 
whether it be club, church, Chamber of 
Commerce or other organization, that a 
few people have to do all the work.’ This 
statement has been very: definitely dis- 
proven by the activities of a great many 
Krwanis Ciuss which have discovered 
the secret that leads to the securing: of 
active cooperation in the work by. the 
members of all committees.

The following paragraph, taken from a 
letter written to Headquarters by the 
Bremerton, Washington, elub, is so full of 
good suggestions for all clubs that we 
think it well worth using in this space. 
In connection with this we might say that 
the reports of the Bremerton club show 
that this organization is continuously 
active. It reads as follows: 


“I might say that our club is fune- 
tioning in very good shape, the officers 
are meeting regularly and only on one 
occasion since formation have the directors 
failed to have a quorum at their regular 
weekly meeting. We have a system here 
of a business session once a month which 
takes the form of an evening luncheon. 
At this business session all chairmen of 
committees are called upon to give reports. 
By this method all committees have to 
keep pretty much on the job. I think 
all our members are ‘sold’ on the Kiwanis 
idea and there is a fine understanding of 
the spirit of Kiwanis. Our Edueational 
Committee is providing us with a five- 
minute speaker at each luncheon, on the 
subject of ‘What Kiwanis Means to Me.’ 
The club is one of the finest things that 
has ever struck our city. Petty misunder- 
standings and jealousies have been elim- 
inated and a better civic understanding 
results.”’

Publicity and Education 


= a at - 
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At this year’s convention the Depart- 
ment of Publicity and Education arranged 
an exhibit of Kiwanis development. In 
view of the fact that only a relatively small 
percentage of our entire membership was 
able to study the exhibit, you may find a 
number of points in this review of the 
display which may be helpful to your club. 

The luncheon notices were arranged in 
four groups: Those which were written 
on the letterheads of business firms, a 
second group made up of various types of 
Krwanis letterheads, a third group con- 
taining novel methods employed in an- 
nouncing the luncheons and a last group 
eontaining copies of all of the Kiwanis 
weekly publications of our local clubs. 

An attractive display was arranged of 
the charter presentation programs of many 
of the units which were added during the 
past year. 

A complete outlay of the Kiwanis 
educational pamphlets were on exhibition 
to give KrwaNnians a conception of the 
various leaflets which can be obtained free 
of charge from our headquarters office. 


A display was arranged of all the bulle- 
tins which have been sent out by the 
International Committee on Education, 
the International Committee on Publicity, 
the International Committee on Inter- 
Club Relations, the International Com- 
mittee on Business Standards and Methods, 
and the International Committee on 
Public Affairs. In connection with the 
latter exhibit, a summary of Krwanis 
activities which have been carried out 
during the past year were particularly 
instructive. These were grouped accord- 
ing to the various lines of endeavors which 
our clubs pursued. 

The dispiay of special Kiwanis editions 
and Kiwanis articles were of value to 
those who contemplated publishing a 
special edition in the near future. 


An entire wall of the exhibit room was 
deyoted to Kiwanis clippings which had 
been gathered during the past year. It is 
interesting to know that if all these 
clippings were pasted together they would 
make a line thirty-five miles long. 

The exhibit of the evolution of the 
Krwanis Macazine enabled the visitors 
to gain a conception of the progress which 
our monthly magazine has made since the 
first issue. The convention number this 
year represents the highest attainment 
which Krwanits has reached with this 
publication. 

The celebration of Canadian-United 
States Days was the great outstanding 
success during 1922. A large amount of 
material on this celebration gathered at 
this office was arranged in such a manner 
as to give the clubs suggestions for an even 
greater development of this splendid idea 
in 1923: 

The major portion ef our exhibit was 
made up of pictures showing the activities 
of busy Krwantans throughout the entire 
continent.

The Bad Check 
Evil 


By J. H. Tregoe, Secretary-Treasurer 
National Association of Credit Men 




















HE credit manager has been very for- 

tunate indeed whose good temper has 
not been upset in recent months by the 
incessant dishonoring of checks, and who 
has not indulged in:some open or quiet 
profanity at tha indulgences of an evil 
that is so supremely foolish and beyond 
our own comprehension as to why it ever 
happens. 

In the old days when the collection of 
checks followed a slow process and an item 
was in the float for as long as a week or 
ten days, a check drawn on a depository 
where there were no immediate funds with 
which to honor the check could be pro- 
vided for before presentation, but for- 
tunately the collection of items has been 
greatly facilitated by the Federal Reserve 
system. The old opportunities for provid- 
ing for a check several days after its trans- 
mission to a creditor now rarely exists. 
Checks move expeditiously from point of 
deposit to. point of payment, and we 
consider this one of the benefits of the 
Federal Reserve System. Post-dated 
checks are used more or less by. credit 
departments. They may be advisable in 
some instances, but on the whole constitute 
a mighty poor instrument and a post- 
dated check is nothing more nor less than 
a promisory note and carries all the 
attributes of a note except that it may be 
deposited as a cash item and not for col- 
lection. 

The number of checks which have been 
dishonored in recent months is not plea- 
sant to reflect upon and lead us to believe 
that too many of our smaller merchants, 
at least, are unintelligent as to sound 


credit principles. Our Model Bad Check 
Act has proved very efficacious in control- 
ling the evil and in our opinion should be 
invoked in every instance where it is 
applicable. We must curtail the evil. 
We must bend our best efforts to show 
merchants that issuing a check without 
sufficient funds with which to honor it is 
an offense to the very integrity of credits, 
and one of the most inexcusable things 
which could happen in the relations. of 
debtor and creditor. Wherever the dis- 
honored check has obtained value of one 
kind or another, the bad check act will 
apply without reservation and should be 
made to apply. We have not felt it would 
apply in instances where the bad check 
did not obtain an immediate value, that 
is, where the check was given for an exist- 
ing account. It seems now, however, that 
in two districts, a part of Pennsylvania 
and in Boston, drawers of dishonored 
checks where no values were obtained have 
been held under the Bad Check Acts of 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. We are 
very glad indeed to see this extension of 
the act, for if made to apply irrespectively, 
to all instances further curtailment of 
the evil will be very possible. 


This is something for all credit managers 
to think about; though with the lifting of 
the depression the evil will undoubtedly 
decrease; yet in the days of thrift we should 
prepare for the days of famine and whether 
the evil is great or small it should be 
handled fearlessly and with the purpose 
of securing a very large curtailment in 
dishonored checks.

No, and we repeat the 
words of Paul, “And the greatest of these is 
love.” Kiwanrans work because they 
love to help those who need help. What is 
Krwants? Ask yourself. You know.

Board and Executive Committee 
Meetings 

The Board of Trustees have held three 
meetings and the Executive Committee, 
consisting of President Karr, Immediate 
Past President Barnett, and Trustees 
Piatt, Ross and Turner, have met five 
times. The increased size and complexity 
of our organization and its enlarged activi- 
ties and position of leadership have brought 
to these meetings a volume of business 
covering a wide range of problems.

Our president last fall sounded forth 
the appeal for all Kiwanrans to assist 
in a personal way in solving the unem- 
ployment problem, by each employing 
at least one additional man, preferably 
a married man with family.. Under the 
slogan ‘“‘Say It With Jobs” this appeal 
was sent forth to the clubs with the result 
that many thousands of men _ secured 
employment. 


CHRISTMAS BASKETS 

The Executive Committee authorized 
« program for Christmas which requested 
that every Kiwanran_ should provide 
a Christmas basket and take it personally 
to some needy family. The appeal was 
responded to by almost every club, with 
the resuft that many needy people had 
reason to feel grateful to Kiwanis. 


‘*‘Canadian-United States Days’’ 

Probably the program of greatest public 
significance was the observance of the 
“‘Canadian-United States Days” in accord- 
ance with a resolution passed at the 
Cleveland Convention. The period of 
the observance was set by the Rush- 
Bagot Agreement, concluded in April, 
1818, considered probably the most sig- 
nificant historic event from the stand- 
point of the relations between the two 
countries, because it determined the 
practical disarmament on the Great 
Lakes and the unfortified border between 
the two countries. The Disarmament 
Conference held in Washington, with its 
publicity, gave added value to the choice 
of date. Programs of exceptional strength 
were planned for regular, special and 
inter-city meetings by practically all clubs 
throughout Canada and the United States. 
The All-Chicago Council planned the 
largest and most significant observance 
through the cooperative assistence of 
practically all the leading business, civic 
and social organizations and clubs in the 
city. The parade, the special meetings 
in all the different sections of the city 
during the week, the placing of speakers 
with other organizations, and the closing 
mass-meeting in the Auditorium, all made 


for a remarkable celebration. The values 
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in international good-will and friendship 
resulting from these observances are in- 
estimable. Nothing which Krwanis ever 
did has received greater public recognition 
and commendation. 


‘“‘A Square Deal for the Under-privi- 
leged Child—A Future Citizen’”’ 


The adoption of service to under- 
privileged children as the activity in which 
all clubs may cooperate marks a distinct 
advance in the development of Kiwanis. 
This action is therefore to be noted as 
one of exceptional significance. 

Professor Bossard of the University 
of Pennsylvania has called attention to 
the strange fact that men have been slow 
to help the child: . 

“The child has been called the last 
serf of civilization. Instead of the 
earliest objective of the efforts for human 
betterment, as one might expect because 
of the fundamental character of the 
parental instinct—the root of all ten- 
derness—he has been the most recent. 

For centuries, instinct and reason failed 

to develop an adequate regard for 

childhood. From St. Augustine to 

Jonathan Edwards, the doctrine of 

child depravity was held and practiced, 

leading to insidious cruelty, or abnormal 
repression, or indifference at best—this, 
despite the lofty conceptions of child- 
hood proclaimed by the Great Galilean.” 

And the under-privileged child is not 
yet cared for by any surplus of betterment 
measures. The Kiwanis Cuus Interna- 
tional therefore has chosen a field of real 
opportunity. It is not intended that 
participation and cooperation in this 
activity shall in any sense absorb the at- 
tention and service activities of any club. 
It is hoped that along with the many other 
excellent pieces of welfare and civic work 
which are being accomplished for their 
communities, our clubs may find some 
means for carrying out some phase of 
service to the under-privileged child. In 
this field the clubs have an opportunity 
for a wide range of diversity of local ex- 
pression and may yet feel united in service 
with all other clubs. Too much stress 
cannot be placed upon the conditioning 
adjective, ‘“‘under-privileged.”” The tend- 
ency of all service work is to move upward 
in the class of the people helped. We 
must constantly remind ourselves that the 
“‘under-privileged”’ child, and not simply 
the child in general, is our field. 

Headquarters 


It is quite impossible for even an Inter- 
national Officer or Trustee, to say nothing 
of the average Kiwanian, fully to ap- 
preciate the volume of business and 
service which is now conducted at Inter- 
national Headquarters in serving our 
clubs, district organizations, International 
Officers, Trustees and Committees. In 
seven and one-half years, Kiwanis has 
grown from one to eight hundred and one 
clubs, a growth of 800 per cent. Only 
four years ago at the Providence Con- 
vention Mr. Cummings was chosen as the 
first salaried Secretary and began his 
work in a small office with one stenog- 
rapher. At the present time our Head- 
quarters occupies about 3,500 square feet 
and we have a staff in addition to the 
Secretary, consisting of six assistants in 
charge of that number of departments of 
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service with one assistant to a department 
head, and forty-five stenographers, typists 
and clerks. 

The rapid growth of Kiwanis has in- 
evitably required an unusually rapid ex- 
pansion of our organization “at Head- 
quarters. As lines of service have de- 
veloped in volume and complexity, it has 
been necessary to organize each into a 
department with an assistant in charge. 
The past year has been characterized b) 
several distinct advances in this depart- 
mental specialization. The point to be 
emphasized is that these have all been 
due to the deepening and broadening of 
our organization and the service we are 
rendering. Among the significant develop- 
ments of the year are the inauguration of 
a Department of Publicity and Education, 
the reorganization of the Department of 
Service to New and Established Clubs in 
charge of an additional staff man, and the 
inauguration of the Convention Depart- 
ment for the supervision of District and 
International Conventions. 

The present staff consists of: 

Fred. C. W. Parker, Secretary in gen- 
eral executive charge of Headquarters. 

Paul E. McCready, assisting the Secre- 
tary in executive tasks and in charge ol 
the Extension Department. 

Dean Clark, in charge of the Conven- 
tion Department. 

A. L. Anderson in charge of Magazine 
Department as Managing Editor and 
Advertising Manager. 

E. S. Shortess, in charge of Depart- 
ments of Service to New and Established 
Clubs. 

H. Hoeppner, in charge of Department 
of Publicity and Education. 

C. F. Bennett, in charge of Department 
of Office Management. 

C. H. Groves, assistant in Extension 
Department. 

Your Secretary wishes to record his 
sincere appreciation of the fidelity, loyalty, 
enthusiasm and devotion of these fellow 
workers. <A _ fine spirit of cooperation 
characterizes our work at Headquarters. 

The work of the departments has at- 
tained such scope and proportions that an 
entire report could well be devoted to 
each. Reference can therefore be made 
only to some of the chief features. 


Extension Department 


The Extension Department has never 
sought to build as many clubs as possible. 
But even higher standards have character- 
ized the work of the past year. These may 
be summed up as follows: 

(1) ‘‘Quality First’’—every club a good 
club. 

(2) Conservative development to keep 
pace with ability of the organization to 
assimilate new members. 

(3) A uniform development throughout 
the continent. 

(4) A maximum educational service 
during formation. 

(5) The maintenance of an increasingly 
efficient field foree composed only of men 
who thoroughly appreciate and _ apply 
Kiwanis ideals in their work. 

(6) A definite ‘‘follow up”’ servce from 
Headquarters office to each new uinit. 

(7) All extension work must take into 
consideration not only local conditions 
but also must keep in mind the organiza- 
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tion at large, its fundamental form, mis- 
sion and place in general community life. 

(8) The establishment of amicable re- 
lations with all existing similar organiza- 
tions. 

It was estimated that we could probably 
build and properly assimilate new clubs 
during the past year at the rate of from 
20 to 25 per month, adding from 1,000 to 
1,500 new members each thirty-day period. 
Inasmuch as during the year 269 clubs 
have been built with 20,131 new members, 
it will be noted that our forecast has been 
well accomplished in spite of adverse 
business conditions and under even higher 
standards for extension work. 

Mention should be made of the faithful 
and efficient work of our field representa- 
tives which has made possible this ex- 
cellent growth in Kiwanis. Many of 
them are veterans in the service—tried 
and true. Improved recruiting and train- 
ing methods are insuring the highest 
personnel of our field force. 

Another factor of large importance in 
the success of building new clubs is the 
earnest work of our sponsoring clubs and 
committees. Our clubs have been further 
educated in regard to the responsibilities 
and the limitations of sponsoring 
work, and through this better understand- 
ing of the methods for obtaining the best 
results, the field representatives have been 
helped to a larger degree. 

Increased emphasis upon the selection 
of new members according to the classifi- 
eation standards and a longer education 
of our clubs by our field representatives, 
insure still further that our new clubs 
measure up both in quality of member- 
ship and understanding of Kiwanis meth- 
ods and principles 

A most careful survey of our entire field 
has been made by the Extension Depart- 
ment in order to understand the addi- 
tional cities which may be entered in our 
building of new clubs. From this survey 
it would seem that we will be able to 
maintain our present general rate of 
growth for some little time without sacri- 
ficing in any way our high standards, as 
there are 1,200 towns out of some 2,200 
where conditions favor the building of a 
Kiwanis Cius. 

Attached is a list of clubs which have 
been organized since the Cleveland Con- 
vention with the date of their comple- 
tion. Seek to picture the sponsoring serv- 
ice, field work, training supervision, and 
correspondence involved in the building 
of these 269 clubs and you will gain a 
little more adequate conception of the 
volume of work in our Extension Depart- 
ment

Department of Service 


Previous to this year the service to 
established clubs was carried on by Mr. 
McCready in addition to his executive 
and extension duties, and the service to 
new clubs was cared for by a younger 
assistant. During the year a change of 
policy was adopted which united these 
two departments of service under one 
man of larger experience to be added to 
the staff. This change has proved most 
timely especially in providing for more 
adequate service to established clubs. 

Some service to new clubs has been 
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rendered for two years. It has been stead- 
ily enlarged and improved until it now 
consists of a definite educational service 
covering the first four months’ life of a 
new club. During the year some 281 
clubs have received this service, which 
consists of assisting clubs in arranging 
their charter presentation programs, ex- 
plaining and instructing them in the keep- 
ing of their records, giving them infor- 
mation regarding the duties and func- 
tions of officers and committees, sugges- 
tions for entertainment, luncheon notices, 
classification, general club activities and a 
variety of questions that are vital to the 
life of new clubs. This service has been 
improved chiefly by introducing a more 
personal emphasis. 

The real forward step has been taken 
in the more undeveloped Department of 
Service to Established Clubs. By analytic- 
al and constructive study methods of 
assisting established clubs are being worked 
out. Thirty-three clubs which have re- 
vealed some weaknesses have been most 
carefully studied. Monthly reports are 
now scrutinized and checked. Some 
weaker clubs have been personally visited 
for more intimate study and assistance. 

The developments in the Department of 
Service to Established Clubs have indi- 
cated clearly that this is the greatest field 
for future expansion at Headquarters. 
Already the results accomplished, es- 
pecially by the personal visits of Mr. 
Shortess to weaker established clubs, 
show the need and the opportunity for 
at least one additional staff man for field 
work whose services shall be entirely in 
the interests of strengthening and re- 
building clubs already established. 


Convention Department 


Because of the increasing size of our 
International Conventions and their added 
responsibilities, and because of the de- 
velopment of district organizations and 
the greater importance of these district 
conventions, it had for some time been 
apparent that there was need for a Con- 
vention Department. This was established 
shortly after the Cleveland Convention 
and Dean Clark was placed in charge. 

During the summer and fall this de- 
partment cooperated with the districts in 
regard to dates, programs and other plans 
for the District Conventions. 

February 1 the department established 
an office in Toronto to cooperate with the 
local committee in completing all plans 
for this convention, and especially in 
earing for the important work of hotel 
reservations for which Mr. Clark has 
worked out a most satisfactory system. 
This department cares for a vast amount 
of detailed work which is difficult to report 
but which is essential to the success of the 
convention. 

Those who have attended this large 
and suecessful convention will better 
appreciate than others the functions of 
this important department. 

Department of Publicity and 

Education 

A visit to the extensive exhibit prepared 
by this department for the convention 
is the best way to understand what rapid 
developments can occur in nine months’ 
existence of a new department at Head- 
quarters. 





While planned for some time, the De- 
partment of Publicity and Education 
was not established until September 1. 
The growth has been most rapid and the 
place fer the increasingly extensive serv- 
ice is most evident. 

In the educational aspect of the work 
there are two main functions; first, to 
assimilate the elub experiences through 
the studying of notices, announcements, 
reports, etc., and second, to formulate 
the best of this experience for other clubs. 
Some 1,500 luncheon notices are con- 
sidered each month in addition to much 
other literature and already there have 
been compiled suggestions for the enter- 
tainment and attendance committees, 
outlines for district and local club com- 
mittees, facts concerning Kiwanis, etc 
In addition, new literature will be created 
concerning the purposes and ideals of 
KIwaNIs. 

On the publicity side there is likewise 
a two-fold functioning: first, to assimi- 
late the various newspaper notices concern- 
ing Kiwanis, and secondly, the study of 
the general methods of clubs for sug- 
gestions as to publicity methods of all 
kinds. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for newspaper clipping service for 
all Canada and the United States. Some 
three thousand clippings are now being 
received and studied each month. See 
the 1-20 of the clipping received as shown 
at the Exhibit. The information thus 
received is referred to various depart- 
ments to which it would be of interest 
—magazine, extension, ete. Plans have 
been worked out for suggestions for special 
newspaper editions with cuts and articles 
for the same and a good working relation 
has been established with the Associated 
Press. 

The promotion of the observance of 
“‘Canadian-United States Days’’ was car- 
ried through by this department most 
successfully. Literature and _ publicity 
were prepared for the use of the clubs and 
much assistance was rendered to the clubs 
in the matter of securing speakers. 

The department has cooperated most 
helpfully in the sending out of publicity 
for several of our international committees 
and assistance rendered the Committee 
on Publicity in placing the Kiwanis 
Magazine in reading rooms. Coopera- 
tion was also rendered the Publicity Com- 
mittee of Toronto in connection with the 
convention, especially in furnishing the 
excellent poster ‘“‘All Canada _ Invites 
You.” 

Magazine Department 

The Kiwanis Magazine has made ex- 
ceptional progress during the past year 
on its way toward a foremost place among 
fraternal and organization publications 
in Canada and the United States. The 
May issue, increased to 64 pages, with 
the best standard design of cover and its 
excellent contents, and the special Con- 
vention Number of June with colored 
cover design, of equal size with the May 
issue, are the two best proofs of this state- 
ment. 

This improvement, not only in size 
but in typography, press work, illustra- 
tion and content, thoroughly justifies the 
change in operation adopted shortly before 
the Cleveland Convention, which brought 
the publication to Chicago where the 





magazine can receive the close attention 
of a member of the staff as managing 
editor, with the Secretary as editor-in- 
chief, and continue the services of Roe 
Fulkerson as editor. At that time A. L. 
Anderson became the managing editor 
and during the Cleveland Convention 
the resignation of Mr. Ritchie led to 
arrangements being made with Mr. Ander- 
son to become temporary advertising 
manager, which arrangement was made 
permanent last January because of his 
success in increasing the advertising in 
the magazine. 

The continued growth of Kiwanis 
earries with it the constant increase in 
circulation of our magazine, so that the 
enlarged circulation and the improved 
quality both unite in making the magazine 
a better advertising medium, with the 
result that through the persistent efforts 
of the advertising manager the advertis- 
ing space has likewise steadily increased. 

The following statistics bring out these 
two facts of increase in circulation and 
advertising: 

January 1920—20,000 copies issued— 
Advertising matter 27 inches. 

January 1921—36,000 copies issued— 
Advertising matter 125 inches. 

June 1921—50,000 copies issued—Ad- 
vertising matter 165 inches. 

January 1922—62,500 copies issued— 
Advertising matter 187 1-2 inches. 

June 1922—72,000 copies issued—Ad- 
vertising matter 242 inches. 

Another forward step in securing recog- 
nition among publishers, and especially 
among advertisers, has been the admittance 
as a member of the Audit Bureau of Circu- 
lation last January. Through the check- 
up conducted by the Bureau, our records 
were found in excellent shape. 

The editorial policy does not seek to 
make the magazine a mere general month- 
ly, but plans to give enough inspirational 
material of general interest to business 
and professional men to carry to the less 
interested KiwANIANS news and inspira- 
tion. 

Greater care than ever is being exercised 
in the cireulation bureau to see that all 
corrections are promptly made. If Club 
Secretaries and members give complete 
addresses and forward changes promptly 
the delivery of the magazine is sure. 

Various officials, especially District Sec- 
retaries, have been exceptionally faithful 
in supplying magazine material. The 
real difficulty of the managing editor has 
been, so far as Krwanis material is con- 
cerned, the choosing from a wealth of 
worth-while copy. This is only another 
indication that the magazine is being 
given a position of recognized impor- 
tance in the development of our organ- 
ization. 

Department of Office Management 


This department takes care of the large 
volume of business detail, and supervises 
the bureaus of general service, accounts, 
supplies, filing, mimeographing and mail- 
ing, now required by our large organiza- 
tion. 

Some conception of the volume of just 
one aspect of the work may be given by 
stating that for the convention year 


163,026 letters were mailed, 11,859 pack- 
ages sent out. 


Among the packages were 


THE KIWANIS MAGAZINE 


4,227 orders for which goods were shipped 
generally on the day the orders were re- 
ceived.

Recommendations 


1. International Policy and Program. 

It is reeommended that not later than 
the September meeting of the Executive 
Committee or Board there shall be adopted 
an International Policy and Program for 
the convention year, which shall include 
the program and policy of the Board, and 
the correlated policies and programs of 
all International Committees. The be- 
ginning made this year in the adoption of 
a policy for the Board, has shown the 
value of such a plan. Early appointment 
of committees, prompt application of 
thought to the problems and needs of the 
year by Board and committees, will easily 
make possible the carrying out of this 
recommendation. Such an International 
Policy and Program of officers and com- 
mittees will prove of great assistance in 
realizing a year of successful achievement. 

2. Enlargement of Service to Established 
Clubs. 

It is also recommended that the Board 
seek to provide ways and means for the 
further expression of service to established 
elubs, including the addition of another 
man to the staff of Headquarters, whose 
duty it shall be to counsel with and 
strengthen the weaker established clubs 
through a visit covering several days or if 
necessary even weeks. No methods can 
better insure our continued fine record of 
no club mortality. 

8. Maintaining the Fundamental Char- 
acter of K1wAnlIs. 

It is also recommended that all K1- 
WANIANS unite in an earnest endeavor to 
support all possible methods to maintain 
the distinctive character of Kiwanis as 
an organization of selected representative 
men from business and professional lines. 
The day of judgment is approaching for 
so-called ‘luncheon clubs.” Kiwanis 
will stand only if this organization is true 
to its fundamental character. That club 
which camouflages classification and dis- 
regards sound membership provisions, is 
surely endangering its own future and the 
continued growth and influence of Kiwanis. 
A real Kiwanis Cius is more than a 
buneh of ‘‘good fellows.’”’ It must be 
more even than an aggregation of two 
men from each line of business and pro- 
fessional life. It is the spirit that quick- 
eneth a club as well as an individual. 
The club without the soul of service and 
idealism cannot live. 

Past President Barnett, in speaking 
before the midyear meeting a year ago, 
well summed up an admonition which 
should ever be remembered by K1wantrAns; 
‘“Krwanis must be kept on the rock.” 
Your Secretary will always remember the 
interview which he had with President 
Karr the night before his very serious 
operation last January. Instead of spend- 
ing the evening with his family, he chose 
to grant the evening to Kiwanis in an 
endeavor to make the best possible plans 
for the Midyear Meeting from which he 
had, with so much regret, been detained 
by his illness. Asked as to what his mes- 
sage was for our meeting, he said “Tell 
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them to keep to the fundamental things 
in Kiwants.”” This was also the burden 
of his messages to the many District con- 
ventions which he attended last fall. 
During a trip to the South last fall, 
it was the privilege of your secretary to 
visit the beautiful campus of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. Over one of the gates 
he noticed an inscription which, better 
than any other words he has yet found, 
sums up the ideal to be sought by Ki- 
WANIANS. Over the gateway of the new 
year into which we are about to enter, 
let these words be placed as a constant 
summons to the highest ideals of Krwanis: 


ENTER 
BY THIS GATEWAY 
AND SEEK THE WAY OF HONOR 
THE LIGHT OF TRUTH 
AND THE WILL TO WORK FOR MEN.

ways of doing things; the man who 
can handle the situation and solve 
problems through his resourceful- 
ness: bul never was it more apparent 
than now that there is unity of 
purpose in our effort, in business, in 
social and community life, in our 
religious life—yes, and in our domes- 
tic life—personal and co-operative 
service—shall we find relief from the 
stress and strain of the uncertainties 
of our national problems. 


We need most: Men who put 
character above wealth; men who 
possess opinions and a will; men who 


will not lose their individuality in 
a crowd: men who will not think 
-anything profitable that is dishonest; 
men who will be honest in small things 


as well as great things; men who 
will make no compromise with ques- 
tionable things; men whose ambitions 
are not confined to their own selfish 
desires: men who will not have one 


brand of honesty for business pur- 
poses and another for private life. 


Faith in Business 


Now, men do in accordance with 
the strength of their faith. If their 
acts are feeble, purposeless and timid, 
their faith is feeble. If they achieve 
greatly and nobly, it is because of 
an unfaltering belief that they will 
profit in proportion to their efforts. 
Success is not delivered on credit. 
It is won and paid for long before it 
it isenjoyed. You must BELIEVE 
in success before you can attain it. 

When you doubt men, they will 
justify that doubt; when you trust 
in them, they will justify your faith. 
Further, men will have faith in you in 
proportion as you have faith in your- 
self. Faith is the soul of business. 

There is an honor in business that 
is the fine gold of it; that reckons 
with every man justly; that loves 
light; that regards kindness and fair- 
ness more highly than goods or 
prices or profits. It becomes a man 
more than his furnishings or his house. 
It speaks for him in the heart of every 
one. His friendships are serene and 
secure. His strength is likea young 
tree by a river. Therefore, I like the 
Kiwanis. standard in __ business 
governed by the ideals of Internation- 
al Kiwanis, “brotherly love, ser- 
vice and square dealing.” 

I sometimes wonder whether in 
our business life we do not become 
somewhat narrow in our view of duty, 
instead of cultivating a broader out- 
look and taking such share in national, 
municipal and community work as 
our general training and experience 
may give us special fitness for. The 
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time required for such service would 
be well spent, and even our business 
interests would be benefited by a clo- 
ser personal relationship with our 
fellow citizens. I am a firm believer 
in the value and effectiveness of per- 
sonal contact, and if there be any- 
thing of good in us as individuals, 
and if we are at heart sincerely 
desirous of being useful in the com- 
munity, ample opportunity will be 
found for the exercise of all our 
qualities, in connection with the 
various public activities which claim 
our attention, enabling us, at the 
same time, to merit and secure the 
confidence of the people, in the par- 
ticular undertakings with which we 
may be associated. We must always 
see to it, however, that the service 
which we may have to sell represents 
full measure, pressed down and run- 
ning over. 

Plato said this: ‘“The punishment 
suffered by the wise, who refuse to 
take part in the government, is to 
live under the government of bad 
men.”’ Making a living merely, or 
accumulating money for an inde- 
pendence, is not an ideal objective. 
A statesman once closed a speech 
with these words: “Let us go from 
this place renewed in our devotion 
to daily duty, and to those ideals 
which keep a nation young and make 
it lead the nations of the world in 
those things which make for hope 
and for the benefit of mankind.”

Well Done,

E HAVE just come through one of 
the most successful weeks in the 


history of San Francisco. This 
is the forty-eighth annual conclave of the 
Imperial Convention of the Mystic Shrine. 
The Krwants Civus took a most important 
part in this event as practically all mem- 
bers of the General Committee having 
this affair in charge were members of the 
San Francisco Kiwanis Cius. These men 
were Colonel Geo. Filmer, General Chair- 
man; J. A. Ulrich in charge of hotels and 
transportation; E. C. Hueter, who handled 
the stupendous entertainment; W.. H. 
Worden and F. C. Sykes. 

During Shrine Week our club, in coop- 
eration with the Lions Club, Rotary Club, 
United Commercial Travelers, and Adver- 
tising Club, maintained headquarters in 
the Knights of Columbus Hall. Quite a 
number of visiting Shriners dropped in 
and said “Hello.” We were fortunate 
in being able to help them in many little 
ways. 

On the morning of June 15 our luncheon | 
was a breakfast to which we’ invited every 
visiting Krwantan Shriner that we could 
possibly get.

This little procession was announced to 
the world by the blowing of the immense 
siren on the San Francisco Ferry Build- 
ing, which is blown only on “‘Fussy Occa- 
sions,’ such as when Imperial Potentate 
Cutts, Marshal Foch and such celebrities 
arrive. Thomas R. Murphy, Chief of Sar 
Francisco’s Fire Department, led the pro- 
cession up Market Street through the 
streets that were closed to everyone else 
but the nobility of the Shrine. 

Hugh Caldwell, Kirwanran of Seattle, 
brought down his Nile Temple Band, 
and Martin Mayer, Krwanian, and leader 
of the Trenton, (New Jersey), Band, 
brought his boys with him and we had a 
wonderful time. A number of the members 
of both bands were Kiwanians. We 
supplied them all with postal cards, 
stating that they were to have breakfast 
with the Kiwanis Cuivs of San Francisco. 

Les Henry, district governor, made the 
principal address and several Krwanians 
of Pennsylvania, who are Shriners, publi- 
cally initiated Arthur Halloran, our Vice 
President, into the order of the ‘Prairie 
Dogs.”’ 

Practically the same KrwanrIAns who 
handled the Shrine Convention will handle 
the District Kiwanis Convention in 
November so you can be assured that it 
will be a distinct success.

Very recently your district secretary 
was interviewed by a newspaper reporter 
and the rapid growth in Kiwanis member- 
ship and the remarkable civic accomplish- 
ments of the organization seemed very 
startling to the reporter. Following this 
interview your secretary felt that in all 
probability many members of the district 
would be interested in knowing something 
of the development of Krwants throughout 
Kentucky and Tennessee and prepared 
the following brief history. 


’ The first club to be organized in what is 
now the Kentucky-Tennessee District was 
Louisville, while Nashville bears that dis- 
tinction for the state of Tennessee. The 
organization of Nashville was followed 
very closely by clubs at Memphis, Chatta- 
nooga and Knoxville, Tenn. District limi- 
tations were, however, still undefined until, 
at the suggestion of George Selig, the first 
president of the Knoxville club, a meeting 
was held in Chattanooga with a view to 
forming a district of Tennessee and the 
Carolinas, there being present at this 
meeting delegates from the clubs estab- 
lished in Tennessee and the Carolinas. At 
this conference it was found impracticable 
to form such a district as the territory 
included would be inaccessible to so many 
of the future clubs to be built in both ends 
of the district. Plans were accordingly 
changed and the preliminary steps taken 
looking toward the organization of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee into a district. This 
arrangement met the approval of the inter- 
national organization and at a subsequent 
meeting held in Nashville in the fall of 
1919 the district organization was per- 
fected. 

At this meeting it was decided that we 
have two lieutenant governors. This 
group immediately set to work perfecting 
the internal organizations within the dis- 
trict and while some extension work was 
carried on during this year, a major part 
of the energy was spent in creating the 
proper Kiwanis spirit among the clubs 
already organized. However, the officers 
attended the Portland International Con- 
vention in June, 1920, where they assimi- 
lated a great deal of the Kiwanis move- 
ment and returned to their district very 
greatly enthused. Between that date and 
September, when our first real district 
convention was held, several new clubs 
were built and we went into the Louisville 
convention with a district of thirteen 
chartered Kiwanis CuLuss. 

At the Louisville convention a great 
deal of time was spent in conferences and 
inspirational gatherings and the entire

delegation returned to their local clubs 
greatly benefited by the addresses and 
conferences and with a well-founded de- 
termination to increase our district mem- 
bership 100 per cent before the next con- 
vention. At the same time it has been 
the observation of your district secretary 
that the local clubs do not lose sight of 
the fact that they should above all things 
exercise great care in the building of new 
clubs and at all times confine membership 
to quality classification and not build 
clubs just for the sake of having a larger 
number of clubs within the district. 


At this convention Charles R. Roberts 
of Knoxville, Tenn., was elected as dis- 
trict governor for 1921. During the ad- 
ministration of Governor Roberts new 
clubs were built at Erwin, Etowah, Jellica, 
LaFollette, Murfreesboro, Newport, Sweet- 
water, Middlesboro, Pineville, Johnson 
City and Bristol. Asa result of this year’s 
activities we went to the Memphis con- 
vention with twenty-six chartered clubs 
in September, 1921. At the Memphis 
convention, Hal Mould, of the Pineville, 
Ky., club, was elected to succeed Mr. 
Roberts as governor. At a subsequent 
date Governor Mould called a meeting of 
the lieutenant governors and the district 
secretary, which met at Lexington, Ky., 
and the entire district was subdivided, 
placing each lieutenant governor in direct 
charge of a given territory. 


The plan of Governor Mould in subdi- 
viding the district into territories and 
alloting a territory to each lieutenant 
governor has proven its worth beyond 
question. Especially is this true as it 
relates to the building of new clubs in 
every territory alloted, and at the present 
time we have a total of thirty-seven clubs 
in the district with a number of tempo- 
rary organizations well under way.

Division of the Indiana Krwanis Dis- 
trict into five groups and placing each 
club in one of the districts in order to bring 
the clubs in closer contact was one of the 
outstanding developments of the third 
quarterly meeting of the Indiana Kiwanis 
District at South Bend early in June. 
A. T. Wyrick, of Franklin, chairman of 
the Inter-City Relations Committee, put 
forth this suggestion and it was adopted 
by the meeting and will be an important 
phase in Kiwanis activities. 

J. N. Bromert, of Indianapolis, the dis- 
trict governor, presided at the meeting 
and in his address pointed out that much 
educational work among the club members 
should be done to familiarize them with 
the scope and purposes of the Krwanis 
organization. He reported that Indiana 
now has 53 clubs, three of them having 
been organized during the last three 
months. Governor Bromert added that he 
had visited thirty-four clubs so far this 
year and intended completing the tour of 
clubs within the next three months. ; 

Governor Bromert emphasized the im- 
portance of cooperation between the clubs 
and pointed out that the quarterly con- 
ferences were instrumental in stimulating 
interest in Kiwanis. In closing, Mr. 
Bromert said, “I want to impress upon 
you that in my opinion the future success’ 
of Kiwanis International depends largely 
upon well organized districts and upon 
the education of the individual members. 
This is your opportunity to serve your 
club and your district, and if you fail to

quite a jump in Capital District, and it 
is hoped that we may be able to report 
many additional clubs in our section. 

Governor Williams is hitting on all six 
cylinders and is rapidly bringing the activi- 
ties of Capital District to a point of 
decided stability.

so nearly over. 

When this district was formed, Bir- 
mingham and Mobile were the only clubs 
with Tampa coming in soon. We now 
have thirty-five clubs in the Alabama- 
Florida Krwants District, as against the 
three in 1919 when we really started organ- 
ization work in the district. Your secre- 
tary has done most of the field work in the 
two states, and is now giving his entire 
time to International Kiwanis in building 
clubs. He is ready to come to your club 
and work with you on any club you are 
sponsoring at any time, provided you have 
something tangible to start on. Calls are 
being made all over the district for his 
time and you should make’ the investiga- 
tions and get the ground work laid before 
he is sent for. 

On June 8, Troy, Ala., received her 
charter. With President Frank P. Folmar 
and Secretary Jos. R. Boyd taking care 
of the trimmings for the occasion a real 
party was put across. Nor did the adjoin- 
ing Krwanis communities allow Troy to 
celebrate alone and a goodly gathering of 
guests made merry with these new K1- 
WANIANS. This is a live bunch of K1- 
WANIS fans, and they are getting away to 
a great start. You may or may not know 
it, but in Troy they either do or do not do 
a thing. You may have your ideas to the 
contrary on some of the things that they 
may or may not do, but never will you 
doubt what they are going to do, for they 
just naturally do what they start out to 
do—and anybody knows that’s calling 
Troy a regular place to live. 

Fort Myers, Florida, announces that it 
will receive its charter on June 21. Tom 
Edison says about this, Kiwanis’: latest 
addition in Florida: ‘‘Fort Myers is the 
peachiest burg in the whole U. S. A., but 
not everybody like me and Henry Ford 
knows it,’”’ or words to that effect. The 
secretary says of them, “Our club is com- 
ing along just fine. We have had four 
very successful meetings, and everything 
seems to be going harmoniously. Person- 
ally I believe it would be hard to get a 
better bunch of fellows together.”’ 

Sheffield is also coming through in 
great shape. The club is having splendid 
luncheons, good attendance and the en- 
thusiasm is splendid. You'll hear from 
Sheffield some of these days very soon 
and what you hear will make you all sit 
up and take notice. ' 








Storm Lake, Iowa, Kiwanis Cuiups did 
one of the nicest pieces of sponsoring work 
that has been done in the Nebraska- 
Western Iowa District for some time. 
First, a committee of ten or twelve, headed 
by the club president, Tome Eihlers, went 
down to Ida Grove, Iowa, and gave a 
luncheon to fifteen of the leading business 
men of the town. Before leaving the 
luncheon the ‘Storm Lakers” had sold 
Kiwanis to this group. Thus reinforced 





they sent right out and secured twenty- 
five more members. The stage being thus 
set, Field Representative Marshall made 
quick work of the finishing touches and 
Ida Grove Kiwanis CiuB was soon estab- 
lished. 

Not content, however, with the ener- 
getic piece of work, probably fired with 
the enthusiasm of its first success, Storm 
Lake went back home next day for its 
own luncheon and invited a group of six 
or eight business men from another neigh- 
boring city to a real, live Kiwanis meet- 
ing. At the directors’ meeting which 
followed the luncheon, the visitors were 
interested in Kiwanis sufficiently to war- 
rant President Eihlers to take another 
committee of men, together with his song 
leader, down to a preliminary Kiwanis 
meeting the next week in town No. 2. 
The meeting the committee put on was 
“full of pep.”” Result: it looks like an- 
other Kiwanis town.
